that there was no doubt that the day of 
the town's doing ite own construction 
Work was over. The Department had made 
this quite clear. Therefore he felt 
that it was now time for the town to 
withdraw from construction altogether. 
This would mean that certain positions 
within the town's staff and labour force 
would have to be deleted. He recommend- 
ed that the positions of Senior Admin~ 
istrative Officer and Town Engineer 
would no longer be required. It would 
mean cutting down on the staff, both 
ingide and out, and also changes in the 
administration generally. 

Counxillor DeBruijn felt that the Mayors 
recommendations indicated that a full 


time mayor would be required on a salar- 
ied basis, but Councillors Powell and 
Wheating felt these recommendations 
should be in a written form for Council, 
Councillor DeBruijn made a motion asking 
for a special meeting of Council, Tues- 
day, September 8, for the purpose of 
hearing and discussing the brief to be 
prepared by the mayor, and a report fros 
the Senior Administrator regarding 
staff. 

Bylaws for Plebiscite Councillors were 
requested to submit their recommendat- 
fone as to the bylaws which should be 
presented to the electorate at the fortt 
coming election in October. The follov- 
ing proposals were mate: a bylaw to 
purchase land for a memorial park; a 
bylaw to construct an outdoor swimming 
pool; a bylaw for the purchase of the 
curling rink; a bylaw for the covering 
of Sturgeon Heights skating rink. 
Councillor DeBruijn made a motion for a 
plebiscite which read as follows: "that 
‘@ plebiscite be prepared and placed be- 
fore the electorate stipulating the type 
of government they wish to be governed 
by, be it mayor, council, secretary~ 
treasurer, or sayor, council, manager.
